According TO this arrangement, the 
delivery room, which opens on to 
the main reading room, although on 
the second floor front, occupies a po- 
sition between the fourth and fifth, 
stacks. 


Tho aim of the designers was to 


fonus all the books toward this one 
place, and as a first step they con- 
structed an elevator well, long and 
narrow. This pierced the entire 
building from basement to roof, 
running by the stacks and delivery 
room. In this way they set up shafts 


j for three "elevators, one for each 
i stack. The delivery room is between 
the fifth and sixth stacks, and, two 
distinct elevator motions had to be 
provided for, the one from the fifth 
and sisth stacks going down, while 
the ones from the first, second, 
third and fourth -went up to the 
room.

I power motor has beea installed to 
haul the elevators, which it does 


I very satisfactorily. Then there bad 
i to be constructed a railway around 
j the building.

made of vrire and travel 500 feet a

required. 
There are IS stations 


along the track, so arranged that 
certain cars stop at their own assign- 
ed depots and at no other. The same' 
company constructed the pneumatic 
tube system, by means of which 
cards, tickets and other messages 
are dispatched to any desired point 
and returned by the same route. 
This apparatus is operated by the 
same motor.—Electrical Engineer.

It has 
often been talked about, but the in- 
quiries have generally been discour- 
aged by exaggerated notions of its 
relative cost. The implication has 
al-.vays been that people always 
choose tho cheaper article, •which is 
not true. 


For instance, a Rochester lamp 


may give a light of 30 candles for 
sis hours by burning a quart of coal 
oil costing 2 cents. Tbo same amount 
of light from an incandescent elec- 
tric lamp will cost as much as 10 
cents. Nevertheless there are thou- 
sands who choose the more costly 
light because its other good qualities 
are considered a sufficient offset for 
the greater cost. Ordinary furnaces 
for heating houses are not half so j 
economical as individual stoves, but j 
no one uses tbe latter -who can con- 
trive to pay for the former 
So in ' 


matters of convenience the cost of a i 
thing is not tbe first item. 


The convenience of electrical heat- 


ers in a hruse. their cleanliness and 
the simplicity of their regulation 
commend themselves to every one, 
and vrhen these are fairly appre- 
hended by the -well to do class it is 
certain that such electrical appli- 
ances vrill be demanded, and hot air 
and other furnaces vrill be abandon- 
ed, and with them will go the nui- 
sances of handling coal and • ashes, 
the consequent dust and gases, the 
smoky chimneys, the dangerous 
flues, the preparing of kindling and 
the expert care of the furnace with 
its drafts and registers. 


There -prill be increased safety 


from fires, and the cost of insurance 
vrill be le=s 
\Yhcn the cost and 


trouble of these are set over against 
tho cost, the convenience, the safety 
of electric heat, the difference will 
not be found to be so great, but it 
•will be willingly borne by large 
numbers in most communities. One j 
this method has a fair start it is 
certain to be adopted as widely as 
the electric light has been and then 
•will soon be as indispensable.—Cos- 
mopolitan.

It is then fixed 
in a vise, and the inlayer's labor of 
patienco begins. Crouching upon 
his heels before the vise, ho shaped 
tbe piece with a file smaller than an 
ordinary colored crayon. The pearl 
fashioned, it is necessary to trench 
tho -wood to receive it. This is ordi- 
narily done by children 14 or 15 
ypjira old. They follow the lines of 
tho design with a burin and channel 
tiny trenches of a millimeter in di- 
ameter. Tbo bits of pearl are then 
set in thft grooves and fixed with a 
lacquer paste. The whole is gently 
heated to melt the paste and so fill 
all interstices. The inlayer then pol- 
jBiiC-s his \MjrL, Mirnibhos it and 
gives it finibhinir touches with the 
burin.

and so costly that it is much coun- 
terfeited bv cheaper morhods,though 
never with entire success.—New 
York Suu.

Daily, W, M. Mowery, 
Clem Eyster and D. R. Mumaugh, 
from $50 to too; that all members of 
the fire department, in addition to 
their regular salaries, bo paid 3 per 
cent, on same, this being the amount 
usually deducted for cashing city 
orders. 


Mr, Brotherton, to bring the mat- 


ter to a discussion, moved to lay the 
recommendation on the table. 


Mr. Allen said the firemen were 


not getting enough money. 
He 


thought the recommendation should 
be adopted. 


Mr. Standish said he would favor 


ths recommendation. 


Mr. Brotherton said a terrible 


fight had been made in the council 
last spring to keep the chief of the 
fire department from being removed 
from bis office. 
If Mr. Ogden did 


not still want to work for the city at 
$60 per month he aad the privilege 
to resign. 
If the fire fund was al- 


ready overdrawn and had been over- 
drawn for twenty years, as Mr. Allen 
interrupted to sayj that was all the 
more reason that the salary should 
not be increased. He said that the 
councilmen represented the people 
and had no right to pay out the peo- 
ple's money for an increase in tire- 
men's salaries when they were al- 
ready being fairly compensated for 
theif work as firemen. The men 
who were doing manual labor in the 
streets and in the shops and had to 
carry and eat cold dinners were draw- 
ing smaller wages than the firemen. 


Mr. Chapin said -drivers were now 


drawing $55 per month and the other 
men ™ho had tc do most of the work 
and go into the burning buildings 
were only drawing *50 per month. 
The chief", he said, had to be electri- 
cian besides attend to his duties as 
chief, and furthermore, the men had 
been promised more money when 
they learned the work thoroughly. 


Mr. Van Eman said that the men 


drawing $50 per month, only had 845 
left when their orders were cashed at 
a discount. 


Mr. Metheany called Mr, Standish

It 
E.t-eiced to be produced by an area of low 
sweeping cicada, large enough to cover 
the heavens and dense enocgh to cut 
off all light from above. The darkness 
•was remarkable and alarming. 


Carpenters stopped their work on new 


buildings. People rushed ro'th* doors 
aad windows. Shoppers and eren clerks 
pciared cct cf the stores, and in a few 
minutes the streets wer? fillpfi -with 
throngs of people, all looking upward 
apprehensively. 


Business indoors and ont vras sus- 


pended. In the ontj-Jurts of the city the 
air was fiXteu with myriads of leaves. 


Down the Ohio rives a beautiful fea- 


ture of the phenomenon was exhibited 
when, the darkness was at its height by 
the scddea dawning of a spot of silver 
brightness low dovrn on the horizon, ia 
the center of the Ohio valley and over 
the -waters of the Ohia This was the 
rear gnard of the darkness. Both it and 
tLu c-ioad traveled -with abont the ve- 
locity that a cloud shadow in midsnm- 
nser does when it sweeps over the mead- 
ows. The brightness following waa like 
molrea silver, and beneath it the river 
took on the ssme effect. The falls of the 
river at Davis island dam, which a mo- 
ment before had been lost to sight in the 
darkness, now seemed like a line of 
qroicksilYer across the river, above and 
beyond -which rhe city "was lost to sight 
ia inky darkness. This light revealed 
long cloud streamers traveling with stEr- 
piising rapidity. Then in tsra the light 
brightened rm the city. 


Three times came waves of darkness 


an.l light. The light -waves tvere narrow 
aad of startling intensity, while the 
dark wave covered the whole heavens. 
It took but a lew moments for each 
manifestation to pass, bat everybody 
says nothing like ii was ever seen there 
before. — Key York Sao.

The fuudnmeiital uiotivo of the plan 


is coiled deep about the roots of individ- 
ualism as opposed to socialism. It is 
based on the conviction that it 5s the 
Interest of a decentralized, self govern- 
ing, truly democratic state to promote 
the nraltiplication of bumtas uvviiuu uy 
their oueupiers, or, in other words, to 
give the largest possible number of cit- 
izens a stake in the country. To thai 
end an obvious means wonid be the re- 
nioval of tho causes which in English 
speaking communities have rendered 
real estate a mnch less desirable in- 
vestment than personal property for the 
savings of poor men or men of rnodeiC 
incomes, owing partly to the heavy in- 
cidental expenses connected with all 
dealings in the former species of prop- 
erty, and partly to the vastly greater 
ea»e and rapidity with which tho latter 
species con Id be sold or used as security 
for a loan. 


All the causes which lend to hold 


back the mass of a people from placing 
their snrplns in real estate were swi pi 
away al a t-tioke by the so called Torreus 
laud act, which first became a law in 
South AnEtraha, but which, ab its bene- 
fits bte.tme incontestable, Wiis rapdily 
adopted by other Australian colonies. 
Under ibis legislation the state, through 
officers designated for the pmpo-se, un- 
dertakes au exhaustive and careful reg- 
istration of the titles to all lands with- 
in its boundaries. The registration com- 
pleted, a short, concise certificate is is 
gtied to every landowner, and to^him, 
his heirs and assigns the validity of tlio 
title certified is guaranteed by the state 
against impeachment. 


Furnished with this certificate, a land- 


owner who wishes to sell or mortgage 
his property goes to the nearest registra- 
tion office — there is one for every small 
fraction of the population — and here the 
reigstrar inscribes m the proper book 
and on the back of the certificate the 
name o£ the grantee, if a sale is intend- 
ed, or in case of a mortgage the namo 
of the mortgagee and the amount of 
money loaned. The transferring or in- 
cumbering of title is effected in a few 
minutes, abont as long as it wonid take 
to procure the di<jcountingof a note at a 
bank. 


Kow for the fee. This was intended 


not only to reimburse the ht;ite propor- 
tionately for the original catt of search- 
ing and forthocuneiit expen.se of main- 
taining a corps of registrars, but also to 
provide an insurance fund againsst tho 
results of the discovery of flaws in the 
titles guaranteed. Frora tho outset the 
belief was entertained and acted on that 
a fee of a shilling or two for each trans- 
action would be ample for all purposes. 
But ^t turned out in every colony where 
the Torrens system was adopted that the 
losspsi threatened to tho state through de- 
fects in the titles guaranteed had been 
much overrated, while the revenue flow- 
ing from the registration offices, owing 
to the terrific multiplication of trans- 
actions,, had been ab signally underesti- 
mated. The result has been th.it tho foe 
for the transferring or mcnmliyring of 
titles has been everywhere cnt down 
form shillings to pence. As things new 
are an Australian can convey or mort- 
gage a piece of lami worth millions of 
dollars an the cnaco of five minutes mifl 
for the price of a cigar. 


Such is the method of dealing with 


land title? which has been adopted by 
the city and county of Chicago. The re- 
sults will probably bo admired of all 
Americans by the opening of the twen- 
tieth century. No doubt C'hicngo is wide 
awake to its interests, while home of its 
rivals seem asleep.
